TH E P HO POL f£ D P EN SIO N B IL L S. 
There is hardly any question before 
congress that is attracting more attention 
than that of pensions. 
Tnere are nearly 
a dvzen important bills before congress 
on this subject, all seeking to make the 
pension policy of the government even 
more liberal than it is now. There is 
some wisdom ani justice in some of the 
measures, but in most of the proposed 
pension legislation there is mnoh hum­ 
bug and extravagance. 
The senate bill which has passed that 
body provides that all persons who 
served three months or more in the army 
or navy, and were honorably discharged, 
and who are now or may hereafter be 
suffering from mental or physical dis­ 
ability, not the result of their own vi­ 
cious habits,.which incapacitates them 
from the peiformanoe of labor in such a 
degree as to render them unable t J earn 
a support, shall be placed upon the Int 
of invalid pensioners and receive $12 a 
month. 
But a more important provision of the 
* senate bill if this, that if “any honor­ 
ably discharged officer or enlisted man 
bas ditd or shall hereafter die, leaving a 
widow, minor child, or children nnder 
16 years of age, or iu case there be no 
widow or minor child or ohildren, a de­ 
pendent mother or father, such reUtives 
ehall be placed upon the pension-rolt at 
the rates established for them by law, 
without regard to the cause of death cf 
suoh officer cr enlisted man, provided 
that the otuse of death was not or ii not 
due to a violati in of the civil or military 
laws or the reach of v.ci >us habits.’ 
This is a stretch of liberality on the pat! 
of the senate bill which will oommaud 
pfai->e from everyone.

The die patches from Washington say 
that the complaint against this bill is that 
the pension should begin at the age of 60, 
and it i9 said that the house will Ilk ly 
offer this amendment. It is said that 
there is also a very strong feeling that 
the amount of pension should be $12 
per month instead of $8, particularly to 
the widows over the age of 60 who oome 
nuder the third section cf the proposed 
bill. It is barely possible that an amend­ 
ment will be offered making th’ J pension 
$12 a month instead of $8 as now pro­ 
vided. In fact there is a general dispo­ 
sition amor g members who have ex­ 
pressed their opinions concerning the 
bill that all cf the widows’ pensions nu­ 
der it should be increased to $12 
month;

W a SHINO Toy, A iril 4.—In the House 
on motion of Mr. Lodge, of Massachu­ 
setts, a petition from the New England 
Shoe and Leather association against 
the imposition of a duty upon hides and 
skins was ordered printed in the Record. 
On motion of Mr. Dingley, of Maine, 
the Senate bill was passed to enable the 
Secretary of the Treasury to gather full 
and authentic information as to th e 
present condition and preservation of 
the fur seal interests of tho government 
n the region of Alaska as compared 
with its condition in 1870; also full in­ 
formation as to the impending extinc­ 
tion of the sea otter industry. 
Ou motion of Mr. Ilitt of Illinois,from 
the committee on foreign affairs, the 
Senate concurrent resolution was agreed 
to requesting the President to Invite 
from time to time, as fit occasions may 
arise, negotiations with any government 
with which tile United States may have 
diplomatic relations to the end that any 
differences or disputes arising between 
tho governments which can not be ad­ 
justed by diplomatic agency may be re­ 
ferred to arbitration. 
On Mr. Hitt's motion a resolution was 
adopted calling on the President for 
copies of correspondence between the 
United States and Mexico relating to 
the seizure at Tampico of tho schooner 
Rebecca in 1884. 
On motion of Mrs 
Lansing, of New 
York, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, a bill was passed authorizing 
the Secretary of W ar to deliver to the 
State of Colorado flags carried by Colo­ 
rado regiments. 
On motion of Mr. Cutcheon of Michi­ 
gan, from the same committee, a bill was 
passed amending the articles of war so as 
to provide that wiien the punishment on 
the conviction of military offenses is left 
w ith the court-martial, the punishment 
In time of peace shall not be in excess of 
a limit prescribed by the President. 
Also Senate bill amending tile articles of 
war so as to provide that no person shall 
be tried or punished by court-martial for 
desertion, in time of peace, committed 
more than two years before tile arraign­ 
m ent unless the person shall in the 
meantime have absented himself from 
the United States. 
Mr. Lawler, of Illinois, introduced a 
bill to test the science of short spelling, 
and to establish IOO schools for th at pur 
pose. 
Referred. 
T he House then resumed the consid­ 
eration of the Idaho admission bill. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois said th a t tho 
majority of tho committee on territories 
had seen lit to frame the Idaho bill in 
such a way as to secure partisan legisla­ 
tion instead of tho proper legislation to 
bring a State into the Union. 
The mi­ 
nority would offer an amendment pro­ 
viding th a t a new’ convention should be 
held and the constitution submitted to a 
vote of the people of the territory, as had 
been done in the case of Dakota, Mon 
tana, and Washington, 
Under the Idaho constitution not a 
member of the Mormon church would 
be allowed to vote. Even a Gentile if ho 
dropped a nickel into a Mormon contrib­ 
ution box would be deprived of the right 
of suffrage, 
Ho did not object to the 
admission of Idaho, but he thought she 
should be treated as the other new States 
had been treated by Congress. 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa said th a t the 
attitude of the Democratic party was a 
familiar sight to tho country. 
It was 
the Democratic party behind its old 
shield—a constitution of its own m ak­ 
ing, not a constitution made by the 
fathers. 
T he Democratic party was a 
polygamist. 
It had a whole batch of 
wives. 
[Laughter.] 
Slavery was one; 
slave territory w’as another; treason was 
another (derisive laughter on the Demo­ 
cratic side]; corrupt ballot-boxes was an­ 
other, and now polygamy was add<-d to 
the list. 
A fter furth er debate the vote was 
taken on the amendment of the minority 
providing for tho holding of a new con­ 
stitutional convention. 
It w’as rejected 
—yeas. JU ; nays, 125. T he next amend­ 
m ent was one providing for a vote upon 
the present constitution. 
Tho amend­ 
ment was rejected—yeas, IO *; nays, 121. 
T he vote recurring on Hie passage of 
the bill tho Democrats refrained from 
voting. 
One of tho reading clerks was 
busily engaged In noting down the names 
of Democrats present and refusing to 
vote. 
The Democrats say they intend 
to make this a test ease and lo have the 
courts pass upon tho constitutionality of 
Hie rules allowing the Speaker to count 
quorum. 
I t had been intended to 
make one of the contested election case.-* 
a test case, but as this could be done 
only by a suit for salary brought in the 
Court of Claims this course was aban­ 
doned and tho present action decided 
upon. 
T h e bill was passed—Yeas, 129; nays I 
(Mr. Buckalew), the Speaker counting 
quorum. 
The Senate. 
Mr. Blair, at his own request, was ex­ 
cused from fu rther service on tho com­ 
m ittee on public lands, and Mr. Petti­ 
grew was appointed in his place. 
T he Senate spent most of tho session 
in debating the Chinese enumeration 
bill, which Anally went over to Monday 
T he M ontana Senatorial contest was also 
discussed and laid over w ithout action.

Diaz, in his annual message, whieh was 
read before Congress last evening, says 
th at the internal and external relations 
of Mexico are peaceful, and th at good 
effects are expected to follow the delib­ 
erations of the pan-American conference 
for the new world and the maritime con­ 
ference congress at W ashington for the 
nations at large. 
The message refers to 
tho apology of tho United States govern­ 
ment for the slighting remarks of Consul 
Misener when he presented his creden­ 
tials to Costa Rica, and says th at the 
United States 
has 
promised to take 
into 
consideration 
the 
protest 
of 
Mexico 
against 
the 
bringing 
of 
Apache 
prisoners 
near 
tho frontier. 
T he government at Washington, the 
message says, has refused to consider 
the proposition of the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce for the acquisition 
of Lower California. 
His excellency 
draw s attention to the decision of the 
United States courts in the m atter of 
the fraudulent Abra Well claims, and 
says th a t-the last installment of the 
debt to the United States was paid In 
January last. 
It is expected, however, 
th a t a part of this money will be refund­ 
ed, owing to the bogus nature of some 
of the claims. 
The financial condition 
of the country, President Diaz declares, 
is flourishing, and 
Mexico's 
credit 
abroad is stronger than ever before.

GARDEN AND ORCHARD. 


The Orchard and So LL 
The production of a large crop oi 
fruit deprives the soil of a large quan 
tity of mineral matter, especially pot* 
ash. and although the trees themselves 
seem to occupy but a limited space, 
'vith their branches in the air, never­ 
theless the root? occupy every portion 
of the ground, and are at work unon 
every atom of available nutritious m at­ 
ter that can be taken from the soil. To 
add a crop of grass is but subjecting 
the land already heavily taxed by the 
trees to the production of two crops. 
The reason why so many orchards 
flourish while standing in grass is be­ 
cause the demands of the trees and of 
that particular grass are dissimilar, 
yet in. the course of time one exhausts 
the soil of that which the other re­ 
quires. 
Instead of growing two crops 
the orchard should be cultivated and 
kept clean. 
Trees do not require sta­ 
ble manure unless it is well rotted.but 
an application of lime or wood ashes 
in the spriug and fall, with the surface 
kept clean with a cultivator, will greatly 
improve the trees, and also the quality 
of the fruit. 
The plow should not be 
used by running too deeply, since it 
tears up and destroys the roots. 
All 
the orchard wants is occasional culti­ 
vation, and a close pruning once a 
year. 
Another point to be observed 
is that of thinning the fruit from young 
trees when they are too heavy laden. 
If this be done, that remaining will be 
of a bettor quality and finer in appear­ 
ance. 
In nearly all cases where orch­ 
ards fail, the cause may be traced to 
mismanagement.

Protection of Fruit Trees. 
The 
Massachusetts 
Agricultural 
college, located at Amherst, 
issues 
bulletins occasionally, giving results 
of their experiments, which are useful 
to the farmer and all persons interest­ 
ed in horticulture. 
In the last issue 
of the bulletin we find the following di­ 
rections for ridding fruit orchards of 
pests which are sometimes very do> 
•tractive: 
In addition to the simple mixture of 
limo, cement, and Paris green wash, 
we have found, if the above be mixed 
with skim milk it adheres better than 
if mixed with water, in some cases 
adhering firmly for six months or 
more. 
Portland cement adheres more firm­ 
ly than the Rosendale, and is more 
satisfactory when not mixed with milk 
than the latter. 
Several reports have come to us of 
young trees having been injured by 
woodchucks during the summer, and 
in one case we can report that out of 
more than one thousand trees treated 
with cement, milk, and Paris green 
not one was injured during the past 
summer, while many not painted were 
seriously injured. 
The amount of Paris green used was 
one tablespoonful to each two-gallon 
pail full of paint, mixed so as to easily 
apply with a paint brush. 


D o n ’t O verw ork t h e Orchard. 
The orchard is generally supposed 
to be a place to be utilized for several 
purposes, says the American Cultiva­ 
tor. 
If farmers were satisfied to grow 
a single crop in the orchard, as they 
are in respect to cereals, there would 
be fewer complaints about the unprofit, 
ableness of fruit; but they always seem 
desirous of procuring a crop of fruit 
and a crop of grain or grass from the 
land also. 
Now, as the land is no 
more capable of producing two good 
crops when used as an orchard than 
when occupied by other crops there is 
no reason why an orchard which in­ 
cludes the land in one sense should be 
afflicted with more than it should pro­ 
duce. 
But as the space between the 
trees seems to be unoccupied, though 
really not so, the farmer is tempted to 
put in a crop of grass, grain or vege 
tables, and wonders why the orchard is 
so unprofitable.

“the process of ensiling corn and other 
foods has been tho greatest step made 
in many years toward the solution of 
the problem of cheap feeding.” 
The 
ration recommended by the association 
is 30 pounds ensilage, 6 pounds shorts, 
and IO pounds hay per day. 
The 
silage must be supplemented with clo­ 
ver, hay, or other dry food. 


Live Stock a n d Dairy Notes. 
System is the soul of success in the 
dairy. 
W ork to have your dairy the best 
paying one in the neighborhood. 
Whitewash in the cow* stable makes 
things look cheerful and tends to clean­ 
liness. 


Remember the calf is mother to the 
cow. 
W hat kind of calves are you 
raising? 
Keep tho calves growing till the 
grass is good. 
Then continue the 
good work. 
Bring into use every resource of the 
farm. 
Make tho farm pay, if you can. 
Make every cow do her part. 
You go through your barn-yard gate 
twice a day, carrying milk. 
What 
kind of fastening have you on that 
gate? 
Have you planned for more mill< 
next January than you had last? If not, 
do it now—i. e., if you think winter 
milk pays better than summer milk. 
It is an old saying, but a true one, 
that the reason so many people do not 
achieve success is because they arc 
not willing to do tho work to achieve. 
It is of no more use to feed cows or 
poor feed than it is to put poor wheal 
into a good mill; the machinery in boti 
cases will turn out a poor and unprofit 
able product. 
The creamery business will not bt 
overdone this year nor next.

to say, we shall not have more gooc 
butter than we want for some time to 
come, probably never. 
The careless practice of letting ram: 
run with the brood ewes during the en 
tire year results in many dead lambs 
The rams, constantly butting the ewe:

The pig should be found on even 
dairy farm where the milk is mr 
shipped.

Setting Hens. 
Setting hens must have attention. 
One is liable to forget that warrr 
weather brings lice. 
A clean nest it 
the first requisite.

hen thoroughly dusted with Buhae’.i 
insect-powaer, there will be no lice 
This means a quiet, steady sitter, tin 
result of which will be a good hatch. 
The hen, after she is about to leau 
the nest with her brood, 
should be 
dusted 
with 
tho 
insect-powdei 
again. 
Chicks hatched by an incuba­ 
tor are very seldom troubled with lice 
This is one good point in favor of arti­ 
ficial 
hatching, 
and means steady 
growth, bringing them into m arket­ 
able condition earlier, and at the time 
when good prices prevail. 


Poultry Topic*. 
Wideawake farmers own pure-bred 
fowls, which cost no more to feed, and 
the ratio of profits is greater than with 
barnyard stock. Why should not everj 
farmer do so? 
Better test this mattei 
thoroughly this spring. 
Experience 
will certainly prove its wisdom. 
The incubator that was started earlj 
this year is turning out the little doivnj 
chicks by hundreds. This means, with 
good management, a lot of early spring 
broilers at double the value of later 
hatched. 
It pays to be first in the 
market with tho few, rather than bo 
one of the late fellows and lose the 
cream of the profits. 
Those who have never raised ducks 
do not know that ducklings grow much 
faster than chicks, and come at a lime 
when tho best prices for chicks have 
passed. 
Ducks will lay at least one 
hundred and forty eggs a year, and 
will begin when six months old, 
The 
Pekin is a creamy whits, by many con­ 
sidered the best for tho farmer, being 
hardy and of good 
size—dressing, 
when in market condition, to meet the 
most exacting tastes. 
Many country dwellers have never 
thought of raising fruit and poultry in 
the same yard. 
They work admirably 
together. 
A row of plum or pear trees 
can be planted along the poultry run, 
when the choice is made of a loratior 
for the poultry buildings.

soil about the trees, nod the chickens 
will eat the wormy, coreidio-stung fruit 
when it drops to the giound.

Fast and Slow Mlilting. 
It is generally understood that fast 
milking has the advantage of securing 
more milk than slow milking. But we 
are not aware of any scientific experi­ 
ments to determine the fact. 
Ralph 
Allen of Delavan, 111., however, gives 
to the Jersey Bulletin a little experi­ 
ence that well illustrates the differ­ 
ence. 
His boy was learning to milk 
and took two and a half times more 
time than a fast milker, who got from 
the cow at each milking nine to twelve 
and one-half pounds of milk. 
The 
boy could 
get only seven to nine 
pounds. 
The evidence in 
favor of 
fast milking was pretty conclusive— 
provided the time in milking was all 
the difference that affected the flow. 
The fast milker may have been more 
agreeable to the cow. and his manner 
of milking may have been more agree 
able, 
The bungling of the boy maj 
have been positively annoying to the 
cow. 
This would affect her “giving 
down,” as it is called, 
it may have 
quite as much to do with the variation 
In the yield as the difference in time 
of drawing the milk had. 
You must 
please tho cow if you want her to do 
I her best. More or less milk is secreted 
during milking—as saliva is secreted 
I during eating. 
If the cow i9 annoyed 
it checks the secretion of the milk; if 
pleased, it stimulates it. 
For these 
reasons it is important to have fast 
milkers who are good-natured and 
agreeable to the cows. 


D e p th s o f D ra in s. 
The relations of the depth and dis 
lances of drainage will be more fulh 
considered in treating of tho depth of 
brains, says K lippart 
Tho idea that 
depth w ill compensate for frequency, 
in all cases, seems now to be aban- 
loned. 
It is conceded that clay soils, 
which readily absorb moisture, anc 
et are strongly retentive, can not 
b 
drained with sufficient rapidity, 
01 
even thoroughness, by drains at any 
depth, unless they 
are also within 
certain distances. 
In a porous soil, 
as a general rule, the deeper the draia 
the further it will draw. The tendency 
of water 19 to lie level In the soil; bul 
capillary attraction and mechanical 
obstructions offer constant resistance 
to this tendency. 
The farther water 
has to pass in soil, 
the longer time, 
other things being equal, will bo re­ 
quired for the passage. 
Therefore, 
although a single deep drain might, in 
ten days lower a water lino as much 
as two drains of the same depth, or, 
in other words, might draw the watei 
all down to its level, yet, 
It is quite 
evident that the two drains might dc 
the work in less time—possibly, in five 
days. 
We 
have seen 
already the 
necessity of laying drains deep enough 
to be below the reach of tho subsoil 
plow and below frost, 90 that in the 
Northern States, the question of shal­ 
low drainage seems hardly debatable. 
Yet, if we adopt the conclusion thai 
four feet is the least allowable depth, 
where an outfall can be found, there 
may be the question still, whether, ic 
very open soil a still greater depth 
may not be expedient, to be compen­ 
sated by Increased distance.

Cannon cast for the Brinish govern­ 
ment are now fitted with a device by 
Which the guns can be aimed at night, 
A German scientist finds the human 
eye most sensitive to light of medium 
wave lenghth, being more affected by 
green rays than by red, and by red more 
than by blue, 
The actual speed of fishes is not yet 
well known; but as dolphins have been 
observed to swim round and round a 
steamer going at full speed, their pace 
is estimated at twenty miles an hour or 
more. 
Engineers use kerosene to remove the 
scales nhirh form on the inside of 
boilers. 
Tho oil is poured into an 
empty boiler and the water then turned 
on. 
The oil, floating on the water 
conies in contact with the scales before 
tho watur does. 
Geologists assert that if the continents 
and the bottom of the ocean were graded 
down to a uniform level the world would 
be covered with water a mile deep, so 
much greater is the depression of the 
ocean bed than tho elevation of the ex­ 
isting land.

A new white pitch for shipbuilders has 
been introduced, which, it is claimed, 
supersedes the present laborious, expen­ 
sive and inefficient method of white deck 
seams by working putty into the seams 
with a knife. 
The peculiarity of the 
white pitch is that it is the only material 
hitherto introduced of a white color that 
t an be run into deck seams in a hot state 
like ordinary pitch.

spring of the length of day and night,

N ight or morning fogs, or in winter 
persistent fogs, often signify a calm and 
settled condition of the air and the 
prevalence 
of fair weather. 
Heavy 
dews, especially in the autumn, likewise 
portend tine wfeatiler, but usually of 
shorter duration. 
Fogs appear usually 
In one of two conditions—either the air 
is nearly saturated up to a considerable 
height, or else is usually dry. except in a 
stratum immediately above the ground. 
Odors have been found to vary accord­ 
ing to the molecular weight of sub­ 
stances, and it is believed, with good 
reason, that smell is due to gaseous vi­ 
brations. like sight and hearing. 
Sub­ 
stances of low molecular weight have no 
odor, probably because their particles 
can not strike the olfactory nerves with 
sufficient force to be perceived. 
Odors 
do not combine, the strong one being 
perceived alone. 
By studying two odors 
at the same time with an instrument 
varying their relative proportions, Dr. 
Zwardemaker, of Utrecht, aas lately 
shown that when 
so balanced that 
neither was perceived alone, the sensa­ 
tions were extinguished completely. The 
effect is analogous to the interference 
phenomena of light and sound.
